powers which the 
Filipinos 
have 


shown upon several occasions. The de- 
moralization of the enemy after their 
defeat at Zapote bridge seemed com- 
plete, but they have already recovered 
and the force oppvsiag CJen. Wheaton 
comprises practically tae entire insur- 
gent army in the Cavite province. 


The country south of Jmus is com- 


posed of rice fields, sloughs and bam- 
boo swamps, making it very difficult 
for the Americans to cover, 
though 


comparatively easy for the Filipinos. 


Washington, June 21.—A study of 


the situation near Perez Dasmarinas 
has convinced army officers at the War 
Department that the Filipines will not 
repeat their error of retreating along 
a 
main highway, as they did from 


Imus several days ago. There are 
•everal important towns south of Imus 
to which the enemy could flee, but 
they are nearly all reached by wagon 
roads and the American forces can ap- 
proach with artillery. It is considered 
more probable that when the Ameri- 
cans, entered Perez Dasmarinas the 
enemy retreated westward, the next 
town being Buena Vista, which, like 
Dasmarinas, has a barrocks of ma- 
sonry. Buena Vista is a difficult place 
to reach. From Dasmarinas it is nec- 
essary to ford three rivers and travel 
over mere bridle-paths to reach the 
town.

A mob 
of 1.000 persons gathered in Perkins 
avenue and thioatened violence to non- 
union motormen and conductors. 


A car on Central avenue was stoned 


and tho motormau and conductor' de- 
sorted it. 


There havo boon two conferences in 


r>vogress looking toward n settlement 
if the street railway strike. One was 
a meeting of a special City Council 
committee, held in tho City Hall, and 
the other a conference of business 
men. at the Chamber of Commerce. 
Both committees are merely advisory. 
and each will send delegations to the 
Big Consolidated urging a conference 
between the company and the strikers. 
Five lines of tho company are run- 
ning without interruption, and an ef- 
fort will be made to operate the South 
side lines. 


It is on the South side that all the 


serious rioting hns taken place, and it 
is here that further trouble is expect- 
ed. There are 100 policemen on guard 
at Clark avenue and Pearl street, wait- 
ing for trouble. 


Tho first two cars started 
passed 


Clark avenue nnd Poarl street in safety 
and others followed. The strong po- 
lice guard prevented rioting. 


The Council committee has determin- 


ed to ask the strikers to present their 
grievance in writ ing to the committee 
at n special meeting.

8.000 persons attacked the Holmden 
avenue barns of the street car com- 
pany. and for two hours devoted them- 
selves to destroying the cars and other 
contents of the barns. Everything that 
covdd be broken was broken. 
Seven 


cars were destroyed and ten others so 
seriously damaged t5iat they will have 
to be rebuilt. 


Tho mob tried to get at thirty-five 


non-union men who had been installed 
in the barns, and would have reached 
them but for the act of three deputy 
sheriffs. As a last resort, when it ap- 
peared evident that ttie non-union men 
would be taken, the superintendent 
armed each man with an axe helve and 
told him to look out for himself.

The sand is just stone 


rubbed up fine. The process goes on 
unchanged, wherever there are gla- 
ciers to-day, just as it did thousands 
of years ago, when the terminus of 
Greenland was right here in New 
York.

WINDING CLOCKS.

Long before the Christian era water 


clocks were In use. They were followed 
l>y th« sun dials. About the eleventh 
century clocks moved by weights and 
wheels began to be used in the mon- 
asteries of England. In 1286 the first 
of the wheel clocks publicly seen in 
England wis placed in St. 1'aul'a Ca\!:e- 
dral. In 1675. when the present St, 
Paul's was begun, a project was on 
foot to make a clock for the cathedral 
that should go 100 years without wind- 
ing up and cost £4.000. The plan was 
not carried out. The clock made cost 
£300 and ran for eight days. It was 
considered a great wonder. 


It is said that the first pendulum 


clocks were made in England about 
1622. 
Oliver Cromwell owned one of 


them. Through the fickleness of for- 
tune it has since found its way to the 
Philadelphia Library, which boasts it3 
possession as the oldest clock in Amer- 
ica, Another of these early pendulum 
clocks was made in Germany in 1640, 
and was recently taken for repairs to 
a clockmaker in Hartford, Conn. He 
found that it was wound by means of 
an endless chain and would go for sir 
months without stopping. 


In the London Times in February, 


1827, an advertisement appeared of the 
sale of a valuable and curious clock 
for £20. It was warranted to go for 
twelve months without winding. The 
advertisement stated further that only 
three such clocks had ever been made; 
that one was at Hampton Court, one 
in a nobleman's family, and one at the 
advertiser's. What fate befell the two 
latter is not known, but the one in 
Hampton Court is-still shown as a 
great curiosity. It is in the bedroom 
of William III. The guard that shows 
the clock always gravely remarks that 
surely it is a very great improvement 
on the old Westminster clock, whose 
keeper spends two hours arduous labor 
every week in winding it up. 


The atmospheric clock, which is a 


sort of perpetual hour glass, is one of 
the inventions that goes of itself. In 
appearance it Is like a long thermome- 
ter with the bulb of mercury at the 
bottom. The glass tube is about three- 
eighths of an inch in diameter and se- 
cured to the frame by two bands 
through which it passes easily. 
The 


divisions of time are marked on each 
side of the tube. Inside the glass tube 
is a smaller tube shaped very mych as 
an hour glass. Som* mercury and a 
scrap of blotting paper for the purpose 
of taking up any moisture that might 
gather in the tube are placed at each 
end. 
The mercury in the top end of 


the tube is placed opposite the mark of 
the proper time and it falls to the bot- 
tom of the tube exactly as the time 
passes. When it has run out from the 
top the frame can be turned and the 
mercury set to 1he time on the other 
side. So it registers the seconds and 
hours quite as accurately as any other 
timepiece. But there is the turning of 
the frame to be thought of, a task as 
'irksome as that of winding a clock. 


A windmill clock, the idea of which 


originated in Germany, illustrates a 
unique way of winding without hand 
labor. 
In some spacious chimney 


where there is always a good current of 
air a windmill wheel is placed. By aid 
of the cogwheels the circular move- 
ment is then passed down the^chimney 
and attached to the winding apparatus 
of the clock that stands on the mantel 
shelf. 
This is known as one of the 


perpetual motion clocks. The turning 
of a weather cock by the wind has also 
been utilized for the same purpose.
